Church Hears 


Talk on China 


Dr. C. H. Hamilton, until February 


of this year instructor of psychology 
and philosophy iu Nanking univer- 
sity, China, addressed a large audi- 
en'ce Sunday night at the Christian 
church, explaining in a comprehen- 
sive way the, outgrowth of the Na- 
tionalist movement, started under the 
leadership of Sun Yat Sen. 


He stated that Sun Yat Sen turned 


to Russia only after repeated appeals 
to European nations and the United 
States had failed. The speaker did 
not believe that the spirit of com- 
munism would overrun China, al- 
though this group, led by students 
educated in Russia, would constantly 
stir "up trouble. The doctrine of com- 
munism is in contradiction to all 
family traditions'and teachings and 
would not prevail against the Mod- 
erates. 


Dr. Hamilton said there was no 


criticism in China of Christ, only for 
the spirit that is sometimes mani- 
fested by the Christians who come to 
them.

Acting on its bellof that a lower- 


ng of the maximum lighting rate to 
sers of electric service would stimu- 
atc sales for household purposes and 
hus reduce costs, the Southern Cali- 
ornia Edison company, after con- 
ultation with the railroad commis- 
ion of California in an informal con- 
'erence, and with its approval, has 
iecided to 
make an 
experiment 


along this line. 


Mr. R. H. Ballard, executive vice- 


>resident and general manager of 
'he Edison company, following a dis- 
lussion with the engineering staff, 
mnounced the plan will be -put into 
effect on. July 1. At the present time 
;he maximum rate for lighting and 
;eneral household use on the lines of 
;he Edison company, in Southern Cal- 
fornia ia six and one-half cents per 
dlowatt hour. Under the exporimen- 
;al plan this will be reduced to live 
and six-tenths cents, a reduction of 
L4 per cent. In the San Joaquin val- 
ey territory the present seven cent 
rate will be reduced to six cents. 


These reductions will apply to all 


of the company's 365,000 domestic, 
agricultural and industrial coasum- 
rs. It is proposed to try the plan 
'or one year, after which a careful 
check will be made to see if the esti- 
mates made by the railroad commis 
sion have proved correct. 


Consumption 
often 
increases 


when prices are reduced, and we 
lope this will prove true in this 
case," said Ezra "W. Decoto, presi- 
dent of the railroad commission, fol- 
owing the conference. "Much of 
;he cost of supplying electricity to 
residents consists of the fixed charg- 
es on connection investment and the 
expenses of meter reading, bookkeep- 
ing and collecting. These charges are 
just the same in the case of a house 
using ten kilowatt hours during the 
month as in one taking forty or more 
kilowatt hours. If you can encourage 
the small household to use more elec 
tricity by reducing the price, the ad 
ditional expense to the compan; 
should be negligible and the house 
.wife will benefit by the substitution

The plans and specifications for the 81111 Gabriel dam were 


approved by the board of supervisors of Los Angeles county 
on Wednesday. 


The publication of advertising for bids under the approved 


specifications was ordered and the contracts will be awarded 
Monday, July llth. 


This action closes permanently the controversy that has 


raged around this project for three years, which was only ter- 
minated last November by the election to the board' of super- 
visors of Sydney Graves, who is now in direct control of the 
fiood control work of the county, and Fred T. Beaty, who suc- 
ceeded Mr. Cogswell from this district. 


Less than two months ago, J. W. Reagan was succeeded by 


E. C. Eaton as chief engineer, since which time work on this 
gigantic project has moved with startling rapidity. 


The dam as provided in the resolution changing the plans; 


unanimously adopted by the board of supervisors, will rise 385 
feet above the stream bed and will impound a maximum of 180,- 
000 acre feet of water. The original plans, upon the strength 
of which the electors and the flood control district voted an 
issue of $25,000,000 in bonds, called for a dam 425 feet high and. 
au impounding capacity of 240,000 acre feet. 


The supervisors made the changes in plan upon the strength 


of a report by Charles C. Marks, F. H. Fowler and Charles H- 
Paul, engineers employed to make a special survey of the situa- 
tion.

- The specifications as submitted con 
tain 27. items. The four principal 
ones are: concrete, 3,250,000 cubic 
yards; excavation, 1,350,000 yards; 
metal work, 3,000,000 pounds; ce- 
ment, 2,500,000 barrels.

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Plan to Settle Flood Controversy— 


Baldwin Park Progress: A controversy over the San 


Dimas flood waters, which has been a bone of contention 
for many years between the ranchers to the east and 
southeast of Baldwin Park, bids fair to be in a way for an 
amicable settlement between the conflicting interests. 


The completion of the waterway below the San Dimas 


dam to the new Puddingstone reservoir will carry practi- 
cally all of the run-off from the San Dimas and adjacent 
canyons and will thereby lessen tlie peak flow on the lower 
wash. This conduit is to be finished in time to take care 
of the rains next fall and winter. 
„ •, > 


It is also proposed to erect a settling tank on the south 


side of the Pacific Electric tracks, at Irwindale avenue, 
and to carry the water by means of a large underground 
conduit to the Walnut wash. In times of extremely high 
water, if the capacity of this conduit should be insufficient 
to carry the flow, the overflow-will be carried south on 
Irwindale to the wash. The "Walnut wash will be widened, 
deepened, and the banks protected under this arrange- 
ment, and it is proposed to spread the cost over a large 
district. 


This appears to be a possible basis of settlement and if 


it can be worked out so that there will be no further diver- 
sion of water west of Irwindale avenue it will be generally 
satisfactory to those who have been suffering damage 
along Orange avenue through the unwarranted tampering 
with the water channels further east. 


Man Contributed to River Flood— 


San Bernardino Sun: Why is the Mississippi river- 


flood greater than other seasons have produced? 


The answer is not difficult to answer. 
The flood is 


largely a'man-made flood. 


Two centuries ago when three-foot levees were suffi- 


cient to protect New Orleans, whereas 25-foot levees are 
now necessary, man had not begun the intensive develop- 
ment of .the Mississippi valley. 
There were still great 


forests 'which held back the waters of each rain and snow. , 
Thei-e we^fono^ cities. Tfrere was no reclamation of .swamp. . 
land, '"Twe^iorces thai nature ha/i-applied were ;a)l' intact., ';' 


Less water was therefore fed into the IQb.OdO tribu- 


taries that form the Mississippi, 
sissippi valley has done its work. Trees have been felled, 


But the great population that has moved.into the Mis- 


cities have been built, the latter with roofs and paved 
streets to quickly shed the water; drainage ditches have 
been provided to hurry the water into the river. 


The effect of pavsd streets in heavy rains is discemable 


in every city. In San Bernardino, for instance, there are 
flooded streets not known in earlier years. 


When,De Soto saw the Mississippi it was a wide stream. 


There was nothing to prevent the waters going where they 
willed. But land is valuable—and river-bottom land is 
particularly fertile and productive. The river has there- 
fore been gradually pushed back. Systems of levees pre- 
vent the distribution of much water over lowlands which 
once contributed to the scattering of the waters. 


In 1882 the highest flood stage at New Orleans was 16 


feet, but in 1922 it reached 22 feet. During those 40 years 
there had been tremendous development, and it was neces- 
sary in this development to meet local flood water and " 
drainage conditions., This was done at thousands of places 
by hurrying the discharge of water. 


The Mississippi is now faced with the natural results 


of such development; But what the hand of progress has 
done the same hand can correct. 


•The nation is now aroused to the necessity of flood con- 


trol along the Mississippi. A national issue has been pres- 
ented that can no longer be evaded.

I'tilizing the wind as a source of 


power has been done successfully for 
centuries 
with 
countless 
different 


types of windmills, but it has remain- 
ed for a San Francisco man to de- 
sign and construct a new sort of 
"wind machine" which he confident- 
ly predicts will open a new era in the 
development of cheap electric power. 
The first unit of his new typo of 
wind power plant is nea. rcompletion 
at Whitewater, California, at the 
edge of the Colorado desert at the 
eastern end of the San Gorgonio pass, 
and within thirty days Oliver ex- 
pei'ts to be producing L'OO horse-pow- 
er in electrical energy whenever 
there is a breeze of five miles an 
hour blowing. 


A-party of Chevrolet tourists stop- 


ped the other day to investigate the 
strange-looking machine, which re- 
sembles the barrel of a gigantic, old- 
fashioned 
blunderbuss. 
Built 
of 


quarter-inch boiler iron, the big 
met- 


al tube lias an over-all length of OS 
feet. -The end which faces the wind 
has a sort of funnel mouth, IS feet 
in diameter, while the main section 
of the tube is six feet in diameter. 
A small weather vane, which auto- 
matically operates a little electric 
motor, keeps the funnel mouth al- 
ways headed into the wind. 


Inside the main section of the tube 


arc ten two-blade propcllors operat- 
ing on a shaft which runs the entire 
length of the six-foot portion of the 
tube. These propellors furnish the 
power to operate 
the 
generators 


which are mounted just beneath the 
tube. The tube and generators are 
mounted on a frame which turns on 
a circular track. 


Though the end of 
the 
funnel 


mouth i sonly three times the dia- 
meter of the main part of the tube. 
Oliver declares that the pressure of 
the wind is increased seven times, 
with a corresponding increase in the 
power developed. 


The plant "at Whitewater when 


complete will have cost approximate- 
ly ,t^"),000. Oliver declares that it 
will generate 200 horse power, at a 
cost of not more than 25 cents per 
horse power per month. 
He says 


that with nn investment of $;JO,000,- 
000 he could generate a million horse 
power with machines of this type. 
He points out that ground is always 
heap in the windiest places, for they 
are least desirable for homes or for 
agriculture. 


The initial trial of this novel ma- 


chine will be watched with keen in- 
terest by many people who have 
stu- 


died his new method of deriving 
pow- 


er from the winds.
